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We must challenge 
crime together 


ON 22 May, a young man enjoying the sun in London Fields 
was shot and seriously injured.Like other tragic shootings, 
this had a profound impact on the wider public, particularly 
their sense of safety. 


Sadly, reports of gang violence in London have become all 
too common, so that it takes an innocent bystander to be 
affected to take the story onto the pages of the national 
newspapers. 



Hackney is home to 22,000 young people, the vast majority 
of whom, whatever their background, have no involvement 
with gangs or violence. One of the best things we can do to 
keep young people away from a life of crime is to give them 
an alternative - the ability to fulfil their aspirations. That is 
why over the past eight years we have concentrated on 
creating good schools that give young people a better start 
in life. With more Hackney pupils than the national average 
now achieving good exam results, young people today have 
never been so well-prepared to go into work or higher 
education. 


But even those with the brightest future ahead of them have 
been harmed simply by hanging around with those involved 
in gang violence. There are more youth activities than at any 
time in the last decade, and the Council works to identify 
those at risk of getting drawn into gang violence and help 
them find alternatives. Hackney Police are constantly 
disrupting gang, gun and drug activity and there have been 
many arrests. Yet this will never be enough on its own. 

We also need local people to take a stand. This is not only 
about coming forward to the police with information. It is 
about challenging behaviour before it is too late. It is about a 
community questioning the acceptability of a 1 2-year-old 
roaming the streets late at night. It has to be about parents 
and carers coming forward and asking for help and support 
if they can’t cope. It is only by all sections of the community 
facing up to their responsibilities while children are still 
young, that we will see an end to these crimes and 
tragedies.

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Blitz survivors recall 
their memories of the 
Second World War

T HERE were so many 
incidents Rene 
Broider, 88, could 
have chosen as an 
example of her experience 
of the Blitz. 

“It wasn’t a time I like to 
remember,” she said, 
recalling how a bomb 
narrowly missed her 
Amhurst Road air raid 
shelter, adding: “It was 
horrible, but people should 
realise it’s important not to 
glamourise wars.” 

Rene was among a group 
of older residents who 
recalled childhood 
memories to mark the 70th 
anniversary of the intense 
Luftwaffe bombing of 
London during the Second 
World War from September 
1940 to May 1941. 




The Hackney Town Hall 
event on 24 May was part 
of the Tutting on the Blitz’ 
project organised by The 
Learning Trust, Council, 
and local history magazine, 
TimeLine. It also featured 
pupils from City and 
Mossbourne academies; 
and Hackney Free and 
Parochial; Betty Layward; 
Rushmore; and William 
Patten schools, who read 
out short memoirs from 
attendees who survived the 
Blitz in Hackney, one of the 
worst hit areas.

Newington-born Peter 
William, 69, said one of his 
vivid memories was the 
scream of the air raid siren. 
He played a tape made by 


his father describing his 
experience as an air raid 
warden. He said: “No 
matter where your family 
came from, a lot of people 
may not have been here if 
the people of Hackney and 
the country as a whole 
hadn’t pulled together.” 
Among the tragic events, 
there were lighter 
reminiscences: using gravy 
browning on legs to stand 
in for tights; and mashed 
parsnips with banana 
essence as a substitute for 
the real thing. 

“We could barely tell the 
difference at the time, it was 
delicious,” one person 
recalled.

Return of the mobile vet 


THE Blue Cross mobile veterinary clinic has returned to 
Hackney Town Hall’s car park. After the completion of road 
surfacing works, the clinic can again provide vet services to 
pet owners who can’t afford private fees. 

Basic care, vaccinations, microchipping and advice are 
provided and pets needing further treatment are referred to 
the charity’s animal hospital in Victoria. 

Although free, the charity does ask for a donation towards 
the cost of their services and there is a subsidised charge 
for services such as vaccinations. Geneen Lee-Opher 
(pictured) brought her cat Glow to the clinic. She said: “I’ve 
been here once before and the vaccination is 



much cheaper than going to a private vet.” 

The clinic is held in the car park of the Town 
Hall, Mare Street, every Wednesday between 
1 0am-1 2noon, and 1 .30-3.30pm. Service is 
on a first come, first served basis, and 

owners must bring proof of benefit 
or pension plus ID on each visit.

Plans for East Marsh wind turbine continue 


PLANS for a wind turbine 
on East Marsh to generate 
green energy are continuing 
despite the Olympic 
Delivery Authority pulling 
out of a similar scheme on 
Eton Manor. 

The ODA announced on 
3 June that it would not be 
going ahead with the 


turbine in neighbouring 
Waltham Forest, as its 
preferred supplier felt 
unable to comply with new 
safety regulations, to 
protect maintenence 
workers, in time for the 
2012 Games. 

During a recent public 
consultation, Hackney 


residents overwhelmingly 
supported the idea of a 
turbine on East Marsh to 
generate local renewable 
electricity as part of the 
legacy of Games. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules 
Pipe, said: “The decision 
not to have a turbine on 
Eton Manor does not affect 


the viability of the East 
Marsh proposal, although 
there will be a reduction in 
the potential amount of 
power available overall.” 

Any turbine considered 
for East Marsh would 
comply with all relevant 
safety regulations. It could 
generate enough green 


electricity to power two 
thirds of Hackney’s street 
lights. Discussions are 
continuing and if a good 
deal can be secured, the 
chosen turbine operator 
will have to submit a 
planning application, 
giving residents a further 
chance to comment.

The Volunteer Centre 
Hackney (VCH) - formerly 
known as Hackney 
Voluntary Action - has 
offered support to 
individuals and 
organisations in the 
borough for 13 years. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules 
Pipe, officially opened its 
new premises in Tyssen 
Street, E8, on 1 June. 


Nearly a quarter of adults 
living in Hackney give up 
their time, unpaid, to help 
others at least once a 
month, and according to 
Volunteering England, 


formal volunteers 
contributed an estimated 
£22.7billion to the UK 
economy in 2007/8. 

In Hackney, volunteers 
work alongside the police, 
youth workers, teachers, 
and nurses, and are having 
a measurable impact on the 
quality of public services. 

VCH is set to launch 
several new volunteering 
schemes this year, including 
the Pathways project, 
which aims to start 100 
people on a journey to 
better employability. 

Hackney school leaver 
Innie Fryer joined 
Immediate Theatre as a 
volunteer, helping the 
training manager. She said: 
“I wasn’t in education, 


employment or training. I 
was a bit lost, but now I’ve 
had experience with 
Immediate Theatre and 
have gone on to study at the 
Central School of Speech 
and Drama.” 

Volunteers work 
alongside paid staff in 
hospitals, schools and 
community settings. 
Hackney’s Reading and 
Numeracy Recovery 
programmes depend on 
tuition by specialist 
teachers, but the 
inspiration for those most 
in need are volunteers who 
mentor Hackney 
schoolchildren. 

Looking ahead, 70,000 
volunteers are needed to 
help staff the 2012 Olympic 
and Paralympic Games. 
Their contribution will be 
invaluable, but at the heart 
of the 2012 volunteering 
programme Personal Best, 
is the idea that the training 
and experience gained will 
build skills and confidence 
leading to paid employment 
and greater fulfilment.

Arrest in connection with 


A MAN has been arrested in connection 
with a shooting in London Fields, E8, on 22 
May, as the Parks for Life event took place. 

Police arrested the 1 9-year-old on 26 May, as 
part of investigations into an incident that saw 
a 27-year-old bystander shot in the stomach as 
he enjoyed the sun in another area of the park. 
Shots were fired from outside London Fields 
and hit the victim. 


Chief Superintendent Steve Bending, 
Hackney’s Borough Commander, said: “It 
would appear that there was a disturbance 
between two groups of youths and then 
two shots were fired, resulting in an entirely 
innocent member of the public being shot. ” 
The victim was taken to an East London 
hospital, where he is now out of intensive care 
and believed to be making a good recovery.

T HERE’S a radiance 
that comes from 
George Alagiah, 
like a new jumper 
or a warm-hearted friend 
you could leave with your 
family while you make tea. 

He effectively does the 
latter, minus the tea, every 
weekday night, entering 
the homes of millions as the 
anchor for the BBC’s Six 
O’Clock News. 

“I used to travel all over 
as a foreign correspondent, 
but bar elections or the 
odd earthquake, I don’t get 
out that much these days,” 
laughs the 54-year-old, who 
moved to Hackney in 1 9 8 8 . 

Throughout the 1990s, he 
was the man who brought 
the news of international 
crises - famines, coups and 
natural disasters - to British 
living rooms. 


“People ask how do you 
cope, and I always say it’s 
like A&E on a Friday night. 
It’s horrendous at times, but 
there’s a black humour to 
the job, you remember the 
funny bits,” he says. 

This natural affability has 
acted as a cushion for some 
of his passionate ideals, 
shaped by his history as a 
Sri Lankan-born immigrant 
to Ghana, who came to 
England in the late 1960s.

“Overnight I swapped 
Ghana with its chickens and 
rabbits - which appeared 
on our table at various 
times - for a boarding 
school in Portsmouth,” he 
remembers. 

He describes a defining 
moment in his life as 


an 11 -year-old. Fellow 
schoolboys roared with 
laughter when one said the 
reason why his skin was 
darker than the others was 
because ‘in bongo-bongo 
land they all run around 
with no clothes and they get 
brown all over’. 

He admits: “George 
Alagiah laughed too, 
because he couldn’t think 
of anything else to do. But 
inside I was burning, and I 
said to myself never again 
would I let my colour be 
the thing that defines me. It 
will have to be my prowess 
on the athletics track, 
or my hard work in the 
classroom.” 

George spent seven years 
in print journalism with 
South Magazine, before 
joining the BBC in 1989. He 
became a specialist on Africa 
and the developing world 
and interviewed prominent 
figures such as Nelson 
Mandela; Archbishop 
Desmond Tutu; Yasser 


Arafat; and President Robert 
Mugabe. 

“Working for the BBC 
there is a high level of 
impartiality. But as someone 
who made the transition 
from poor world to rich 
world, I do understand 
injustice, and wanted to 
make a difference. That was 
the thing that got me into 
journalism,” he says. 

George can now often 
be found speaking on 
international economics 
outside his BBC day job, 
and has faced controversy 
for supporting Fairtrade 
and some of his views on 
multiculturalism. 

In 2006, he wrote that 
he believed some areas 


in the UK had become 
similar to ‘apartheid South 
Africa’, with communities 
that were able to isolate 
themselves from the rest 
of society, because of a 
skewed interpretation of 
multiculturalism, which 
ironically was intended to 
prevent communities having 
the same experiences he did 
as a child. 

“I think in some places 
it’s created the opposite of 
what we set out to do. What 
I think has happened is that 
we’ve made difference - so 
people don’t feel out of place 
- we’ve gone overboard 
so there’s no incentive to 
participate,” he said. 

Adding: “But in Hackney 


it’s hard to believe that any 
of this is true and I think we 
are getting it about right.” 

Despite all his years of 
experience, George revealed 
problems can still occur in 
front of the camera. “My 
parents switched from Tamil 
to English when we reached 
Africa, but pronunciation 
was difficult and like Slovac 
people, Asian people can 
have difficulty with Vs and 
Ws. 

“I had to be really careful 
during the US Primaries 
when I had to say ‘Hilary 
had won the vote in West 
Virginia’. I’d take it very easy 
and say to myself ‘Georgy 
Boy take one word at a time 
and we’ll get through this’.”

Urban education legacy 

PROPOSALS to build an urban education centre in the 
Olympic Park have been announced. 

It would provide students with the chance to gain hands-on 
experience in areas including urban design and managing 
the environment over the next 25 years. 

The Olympic Park Legacy Company (OPLC) and the Field 
Studies Council (FSC) last month signed a pledge to explore 
the possibility of establishing the centre after the 201 2 
Olympic and Paralympic Games. 

Existing FSC centres offer outdoor classrooms, libraries 
with environmental publications, and computers for the 
analysis and presentation of data. 

The FSC will now develop plans, including funding options 
for a residential centre in the Park which could 
accommodate up to 1 50 beds. 

Tim Burt, Field Studies Council chairman, said: “This 
project will have a very long life. No such residential 
education centre with a strong urban and sustainable living 
focus exists in London, or anywhere in the world.” 

Margaret Ford, OPLC Chairman, added: “Education is a key 
part of our vision to secure a sustainable legacy, and this is 
an exciting opportunity to explore options for London’s first 
residential centre specialising in the built environment.”

Out of the box

Pandora, Areola Theatre, Areola Street, E8, 
until 12 June. 

MAKING full use of the Areola’s rambling main 
performance space, Pandora has been 
described in the national press as ‘diversity in 
the theatre at its best - reaching out across 
age, race, gender and class’. 

Written by Hackney resident Jennie Buckman, 
the two-hour show is a series of five 
interlinked plays with Hackney at their heart. 
The curious, captivating vignettes are 
interspersed with video screen comments 
from older women about the ancient tale of 
Pandora, who opens a box of terrible things 
with hope at the bottom. They consider her - 
as does the whole performance - as a real, 
emotional woman, with a profound sense of 


responsibility, as well as a strong resentment 
at her perceived misrepresentation. 

The play grew out of workshops with women 
from Haringey University of the Third Age and 
Year Nine students at Gladesmore Community 
School, N1 5. 

Hackney Community College’s advanced 
performing arts students then worked with 
the actors, inputting into rehearsals, and even 
changing the play where they felt they had the 
life experience, telling the actors ‘how it really 
is’. Buckman said: “They are an absolutely 
fantastic group, and ask the most brilliant and 
probing questions.” 

This is very much a show with a local focus. 
Although not polished, it is populated by 
endearing, moving, and at times comedic 
characters, who give it a certain shine.

Service moves delayed 

A HEALTH service earmarked for relocation ahead of the 
construction of a new health centre has been delayed. 

Staff at St Leonard’s Hospital in Hoxton, NHS City and 
Hackney’s headquarters, began moving to new sites last 
month so work could begin on the South West Hackney 
Primary Care Resource Centre. 

Community sexual health service The Ivy Centre was set to 
move to 1 00 Shepherdess Walk, N1 , in late May, but due to 
delays in building works the date has been pushed back to 
the summer. 

The physiotherapy department successfully relocated last 
month to 52B Well Street, E9. Both services are due to move 
back to the new health hub when it opens in 201 2. 

The Foot Health Department and Community Dentistry will 
stay at St Leonard’s Hospital for the remainder of 201 0, 
before moving to the new South East Hackney Primary Care 
Resource Centre on Kenworthy Road, E9, in spring 201 1 . 


Give blood 

RESIDENTS can give blood at a donor day in Stoke 
Newington this month. 

Hospitals in London and the South East need around 5,500 
units of blood every week to help patients who may have 
been in an accident, undergone surgery, or have a serious 
blood disease. 

NHS Blood and Transplant, the authority responsible for 
raising the quality of blood and transplant services, said the 
process usually takes around an hour, starting with a health 
questionnaire. Donating takes up to 1 5 minutes, followed by 
the legendary tea and biscuits. In most cases, anyone aged 
between 1 7 and 65, weighing more than 7st 1 2lbs (50kg), 
and in general good health can give blood.

leading amateur club, but 
moved to West Ham 
in 1888. 

Some of the teams 
formed in Hackney in the 
late 19th century are still 
around today. One was 
founded in the 1880s, by 
members of the Eagles 
Cricket Club to give 
them something to do 
during the winter. They 
named their new amateur 
club ‘Orient’, which was 
changed to ‘Clapton 
Orient’ in 1898. 

Orient played for several 
years at a field off Glyn 
Road, E5, and then at 
Whittles Athletic Ground, 
but in 1900 they moved to 
Millfields Road, E 5, where 
they stayed for the next 
30 years. They became a 
professional club in 1903, 
and in 1921 received a 
visit from the Prince of 
Wales, who watched the 
team win three-nil in a 
home match against Notts 
County. 


But 

despite 
our 

present- 
day 
mania 
for the 
beautiful 
game, 
for 
many 
years 
it was 

far from being Britain’s 
national pastime. Football 
was certainly played 
in Victoria Park in the 
1870s, but maps of that 
period only identify the 
cricket ground. 

Some 50 years later in 
1930, Clapton Orient 
was forced to move from 
Millfields Road because 


the sta 
were more interested in 
promoting greyhound 
racing than football. They 
eventually found a home 
at Brisbane Road, E10, 
and in 1946 renamed 
themselves ‘Leyton 
Orient’ to fit in with their 
new location - where they 
remain to this day.

As a result, the Football 
Association was founded 
in 1863. 

From the 1860s 
onwards, local football 
teams became a lot more 
common, and Hackney 
residents were not slow 
to get involved in the 
new version of the game. 
Football was played at 
Hackney Downs, Victoria 
Park, Millfields and, 
of course, on Hackney 
Marshes. 

Clubs existing in the 
1870s included the Sky 
Rockets, the Ramblers, 
Oakfield, Gresham, the 
Pilgrims and Clapton, 
which was to become a

Off to a good start 



Some young people leaving care often need help because they have less 
support from parents or relatives 


KAREN has worked in the 
Council’s Leaving Care 
Service for nearly two years, 
having qualified as a social 
worker more than 1 0 years 
ago. She leads one of four 
units that support young 
people to leave the care 
system and help them 
become healthy, happy and 
independent young adults. 
She applied for the role 
because it struck her as an 
effective, challenging way of 
working with young people, 
while having enough 
autonomy to ensure 
decision-making is relatively 
quick and easy. 


She said: “Coming to 
Hackney has reignited my 
passion for social work. I am 
now able to share cases with 
other professionals, while 
learning new skills to effect 
change in the lives of the 
disadvantaged young people 
that we work with.” 

She added: “Every day is very 
different and can be both 
positive and a challenge. 

“But working in the way that 
we do, and with partners that 
we rely on, we are able to 
provide a more consistent 
service for the young people, 
who are vibrant, resilient and 
creative.”

T HE Leaving Care 
Service helps young 
people make the 
transition from 
growing up in care, to living 
as independent adults. 

The Hackney Central- 
based service has been 
structured in line with the 
Council’s widely-praised 
Reclaiming Social Work 
model of practice. 


There are four units, each 
dedicated to supporting a 
number of young people 
aged 1 8 to 21 - or up to 24 
if they are in higher 
education. Teams are led by 
a consultant social worker 
and comprise of a family 
therapist, social worker, 
practitioner and unit co- 
ordinator. 

Many of the issues these 
young people struggle with 
are the same as anyone 
their age, but with the 
added difficulties of 
managing without 
supportive parents or 
family networks. 

They often need 
help to learn to 
navigate issues 
around housing, 
jobs, benefits, 
bills, neighbours, 


family, sex and 
relationships. The service 
aims to enhance young 
people’s skills and resilience 
and to ensure they are 
equipped to face the 
challenges of adulthood 
with, as one young person 
described it, someone to 
‘watch my back’. 

Young People are also 
supported by the Virtual 
School based at Stoke 


Newington Town Hall. It 
provides specialist 
education, training and 
employment support, and 
monitors young people’s 
progress in partnership 
with the social work units.

T HE North London 
line has reopened 
following three 
months of works to 
renew the track, upgrade 
signalling and lengthen 
platforms at some stations. 

When complete by 
spring 2011, the upgrade 
will provide more 
frequent, longer trains, less 
over-crowding and a more 
reliable service. 

The work included 
renewing six kilometres of 
track; installing 17,000 


metres of overhead line; 
building 583 metres of 
station platform between 
Gospel Oak and 
Stratford; and the 
installing 23km of 
signalling cable. 

This follows the opening 
of the extended East 
London line on 23 May,

with four new stations in 
the borough at Shoreditch 
High Street, Hoxton, 
Haggerston and Dalston 
Junction. It will be further 
extended to Highbury and 
Islington by spring 2011. 

Ian Brown, Managing 
Director of Transport for 
London’s London Rail, 
said: “I would like to 
welcome passengers back 
to the line and thank them 
for their patience with our 
very necessary upgrade 
programme. A total of 
£326million is being 
invested in upgrading the 
London Overground 
network and when 
complete it will deliver 


longer trains and more 
frequent services. 

“It’s the first time there 
has been any significant 
improvement work done 
to the line since it was built 
in 1869 and it desperately 
needed it.” 

Works will continue on 
the North London line at 
weekends and there will be 
further closures this winter 
to commission the new 
signalling.
